In this complicated financial snarl] 
the two important concerns are the 
American Felt Co. and the Daniel 
Green Felt Shoe Co., which were 
owned by Willett, Sears & Co., 
which Willett was controlling part- 
ner.

000,000 a year. In 1918, however, 
Willett suddenly found himself ‘in 
need of $3,000,000 credit to carry 
on his business and complete con- 
tracts which he asserts would have 
been profitable. His situation was 
similar to that of many other manu- 
facturers at that time.

The solemn requiem airs of a fu- 
eral dirge began the ceremonies, 
vhile more than 300 persons stood 
vith bared heads. The benediction 
'y Monsignor Tannrath followed. 
speakérs then urged carefulness by 
3t. Louis drivers, parents and pedes- 
trians. Small children dropped 
flowers about the base of the mon- 
ument. Again the audience stood 
with heads uncovered as the cere- 
monies came to an end with a fu- 
neral dirge. 

During the ceremonies, the AC-1, 
large dirigible from Scott Fiejd, cir- 
cled the epot, dropping “safety” lit- 
erature. A grimmer reminder of the 
deadly results of carelessness was a 
large speedometer, near Twelfth 
boulevard and Locust street, its fig- 
ures showing, not speed, but deaths 
in the city. One fatality was al- 
ready up for Safety week, 

“Every Child Has Right to Live.” 

“Every child has the right to 
live,” Rabbi Samvel Thurman, the 
first speaker, declared. “If not ths 
right to play in the streets, they at 
least have the right to crogs them 
safely. It is up to their elders to 
guard them. This monument 
out against the negligence of the 
people, against the cheap regard in 
which life is held.”

NON-RIGID . DIRIGIBLE SAILS

AM opposed to censorship in any form that curtails the 
liberty ef intelligent adults, but the maximum of human 
happiness would be increased if there were an unwritten 
social law forbidding girls to marry before, say, the age of 
twenty-two; a law, the violation of which involved the loss of 


social prestige. - 


No girl under, that age knows enough to know her own 


mind. She may be bright, clever, even highly intelligent, but 
no natural gift takes the place of experience. Compare any 
brilliant girl of eighteen with an equally endowed woman of 


thirty. 


Her disadvantage is pitiful. 


Moreover. the older 


woman has the inestimable advantage of knowing that she does 
not know everything and has realized that she must go on learn- 


ing as lomg as she lives. 


I fix the marriageable age at twenty-two for several reasons. 
In the first place it gives a girl time to exhaust the irrespon- 
sible pleasure of youth before assuming the responsibilities of 
matrimony, heavy at best. I am now talking of the daughters 
of parents whose means permit them to cnjoy their youth in 
the fashion to which every girl is entitled. 


By twenty-two unless a moren 
(and the time will come when 
all morogs will be painlessly de- 
stroyed). she will be ready to 
“settie down.” As for that large 
army of girls who are obliged to 
go out into the world and earn 
their bread, they will have an 
even better opportunity to stvdy 
men and life at first Band, and 
are even less likely to make a 
mistake in choosing a life-partner 
than at 18. 

Not Wise Enough 
at 18. 

A girl has br no means reached 
compiete mental maturity at 22, 
but she is at least 19 vears old- 
er in experience and orientztion 
taan when she left the scheol- 
room. The younger a girl, the 
more abject a victim she is tu 
the mere urge of the race. Na- 
ture is conscienceless and ruth- 
less. And what is civilizatior for 
if it is mot to get ahead of na- 
ture? 

With every generation cfiris 
are older than their predecessors 
at the same age. We hear so 
much sensational criticism of the 
flapper of today that we Lave 
leapt to the conclusion that. nev- 
er in the world Was there avy- 
thing like her before. But clance 
through the literature of fection 
and memoirs. Ask our mothers 
and grandmothers. The same 
horrified criticism has zrvreted 
every generation of giris sinew 
the first mother announced pas- 
sionateiy. “In My young days 


such things were unheard cf!” 

So wise and hard and calcu'at- 
ing is the young girl of ‘oday 
that she has a far better prus- 
pect of making a success of her 
life than any generation of girls 
in the past. And of happiness. 
For these characteristics are a 
mere protective armor, parti” z?- 
fected. partly the result of com- 
plex modern conditions. 

At 22 she will be wiser and 
older than her mother was at 
that age. Nevertheless. in spite 
of her precocity at 18, she is by 
no means wise enough then to se- 
lect her mate, because x20 
amount of precocity can take iie 
place of that positive experienc: 
the rears alone give: of a certain 
maturity, not only of the ego, 
but of the intellect.
